He Is the 
first of 70,000 person*, committed there 
In the 94 years existence of the prison 
who hits refused to be freed. 


Ortner, who Is thirty years old, was 


sentenced on May 30, 1B17, from Brook- 
lyn for from t\vo to four years for as- 
sault. 
By good behavior he was en- 


titled to"six months off the minimum 
sentence. 
This made him eligible for 


parole November 30, 1918. He refused 
to let the authorities reduce the sen- 
tence.
